LONDON, June 2— Britain sent 1,130 bombers over 
Germany last night for the second time in three days in a gigan­ 
tic mass raid in which millions of pounds of explosives were 
hurled down upon the industrial Ruhr area, Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill announced today. 
I he raid was concentrated in the region of the vital matin 
lac luring city of Essen, site of the huge Krupp iron and steel 
works. 
Essen is a large railway center in the heart of tin- Keith’s 
coal and iron fields 22 miles northeast of I hisseldorf. 
Churchill said that according to first reports the Royal Air 
force bombers started numerous widespread conflagrations 
equal to the devastation inflicted Saturday upon Cologne. 
Fie said 33 British bombers were missing as a result of 
the raid. 
No fewer than I, I 30 British manned aircraft, operated I 
in the Cologne assault, Churchill said in revealing for the first 
time the number of planes which actually participated.
